This morning found the daring 
aeroplanlst refreshed by a good night's 
nit after his nerve-racking trtp and 
already planning further conquests of 
the »lr. 
Would Beat Paulhan'a Record. 


Hamilton Is known 
to 
have one 


great pre««nt ambition. It 1* to beat 
the record Paulhan established for a 
continuous cross-country flight. The 
117 miles without a stop made by the 
French aviator In his Journey from 
London to Manchester still stares the 
ambitious American In the face. Ham- 
ilton's 8«-mlle mark of yesterday falls 
considerably short of It. but he would 
have bettered It, he fully believes, had 
not trouble developed with his spark 
plugs, compelling his untimely descent 
In the Ambpy marshes when nearlng 
this city on' the return trip and pre- 
venting hi« making »,-clrcult around 
the city which would have added some 
forty mile* to, Ws journey'« length, 


Will Soon Undertake It. 


It Is known that Hamilton Intends 


at the first opportunity ..to undertake a 
flight .that .will give him-the chance 
which' lll-fortvne spoiled his <J«y- 


Although disappointed In this one 


particular, Hamilton did enough in his 
yesterday's performance, seemingly, to 
have satisfied almost anyone. To him 
belongs the honor of having first flown 
forward and backward across country 
between two big cities In one day. and 
the satisfaction of having accomplish- 
ed an 86-mile trip exactly on schedule 
time.

Washington. June 14.—The conferee

provision giving the inter-state com- 
merce commission ten months in which 
to pass on new rates. The president's 
wish for a commission to Investigate 
and recommend a method for super- 
vising future stock and bond Issues 
will be met. 


The e.onferees on the railroad bill 


have been at the white house daily 
since their appointment. 
There has 


been some friction over putting Int3 
the bill the paragraph authorizing th-; 
appointment of a. commission by the 
president to take up stock watering 
by the railroads. 
The president has 


insisted that there should be some pro - 
vision looking to the control of future 
issues of railroad securities In 
ac- 


cordance with its platform pledge. 


Long end Short Haul ClauM. 


The long and short haul clause as 


adopted by the house provides that 
railroads shall not charge more for a 
short haul than for a long haul. 


The Inter-state commerce commis- 


sion is given power to decide when ex- 
ception may be made to this rule by 
reason of water competition, etc. 


It has been claimed by some of the 


senate progressives, that the language 
of the house provision delegates ex- 
ecutive authority' to the commerce 
commission and that the provision 
therefore Is unconstitutional. The con- 
ferees and the president evidently dli 
not'take that position. 
The republican* members of the con- 


ference committee went Into session at 
the capltol at 12:30 o'clock. They ex- 
pected to call In the minority mem- 
bers during the day and sign the final 
draft of the conference report.

Yes, the ideal is necessary. Young 


men must dream dreams and old men 
must see x-lsions. 
Humanity must 


live without itself and not within 
Itself. 


It will, however, be a sad day in 


the world's history when the only 
thing that is said to a human being 
Is, "Get an ideal and follow it to 
life's end." 
There must be. if the 


ideal can be compared to a ship, a 
rudder to It; if compared to a train, 
an airbrake. 
The ideal of life, what- 


ever It may he, must be 
circum- 


scribed, held in bounds, guided and 
moved by certain principles. 


Sound Principle Necessary. 


The man with an Ideal may say 


that I will settle these matters to 
suit myself in accordance with the 
dictates of my own conscience, but 
the wise man "will say. I will adjust 
my conscience to the eternal criterion 
and will be sure that I know that in 
setting up my opinion against con- 
stituted authority It is based upon 
facts which can not he disputed. I. 
perhaps, need not say what I mean. 
It is sufficiently apparent. 
I mean 


that an ideal In religion which is not 
guided by everlasting principles Is 
much more liable to 
make 
ship- 


wrecks of a human life than It Is to 
bring it safely into port.

o defend himself and the Insurgents 
of the charge of taking seriously the 
.resident's speeches an« the platform 
iledges..Bill, With Stem, Pastes. 


The speech was delivered durlngylhe 


discussion of the provision of the sun- 
dry civil appropriation bill providing 
1250.000 to enable the president to 
gather Information bearing upon the 
operation of the new tariff law. Sena- 
;br Clay's motion to strike out the pro- 
vision was lost by a party vote of 13 
to 44, Mr. Dolllver and his fellow pro- 
gressives voting with the regular re- 
publicans. The sundry civil bill, car- 
rying appropriations aggregating $118,- 
300.000. then was passed. 


Mr Dolllver's speech,, was the reply 


of the "insurgents" to the charges of 
party disloyalty and was a direct chal- 
lenge to their opponents In the party. 
Beginning with ;th« declaration that 
the tariff discussion had been revived 
because of the tariff law, Mr. Dolllver 
declared there was no longer any free- 
dom of conscience or of opinion such 
as had once made the republican party 
strong. HSreafter. he said, it was evi- 
dent that men entering congress mus 
become either understudies or Ish- 
maelltcs.Fiflhts to Upbuild Party. 


"1 reject the terms and shall conteni 


for Independence within the party, 
do not nght to destroy the party, bu 
to upbuild It." he said. 


Discussing the president's course to- 


ward the Insurgents, Mr. Dolllver de- 
lared they were not playing for popu- 
arlty, as had been charged, and. 
peaking of his personal relations to 
he president, he declared he had never 
lone anything to Injure the admlnls- 
ratlon. "Such a charge does me the 
rravest Injury." he declared. 
"None 


rejoiced more sincerely than I when he 
won the nomination. 
I did what I 


could to promote his candidacy for the 
jresldency. I supported him from one 
>cean to the other after he beca'me a 
candidate. When he took the oath of 
office I had but one sentiment toward 
ilm. and that was the hope that God 
would give him power to stand against 
the conspiracy of greed and avarice 
that would enslave the par!y. 


"I notify all parties that I have no 


Intention of leaving the republican 
party." he said. 'It Is 'not necessary 
for men to swallow every tariff bll 
that Is set before them, and It would 
be difficult to get me out of the party 
on such a charge.

After stating that Mr. Aldrich had 


made a plea for the protection of rub- 
ber In the interests of the rubber tire 
industry, the Iowa senator said that 
it subsequently had been ascertained 
that these concerns were multiplying 
their wealth by rapid strides. He in- 
stanced one concern that in ten years 
had Increased Its capital from $50,000 
to $10,000,000.
